SUICIDE’S BODY 
IS RECOVERED 


Taken From Reservoir 


After Several Day’s 


Search 


The body of O. Johnson who committed 
suicide by drowning in the Argonaut 
reservoir last week, and whose body 
remained in the w ater used for domes­ 
tic purposes by th is city, for several 
days, was recovered on Saturday m orn­ 
ing by several m iners employed by th e 
Argonaut mining company, after 
a 
tireless search of the bottom 
w ith 
grapling irons. 
, 
The remains w ere taken in charge by 
undertakers H uberty and Giovannoni, 
and removed to th eir undertaking p a r­ 
lors on Broadway. 
Coroner Potter was summoned, and 
held an inquest over the remains. 
A 
verdict of drowning’ with deliberate 
intent to commit suicide was rendered, 
after hearing the testimony 
P. 
H. 
Grady, ditch tender for the Pacific Gas 
& Power Company informed us that he 
met Johnson on the banks of the re ­ 
servoir on Monday September 
30, 
about 1:45 p. m ., while, he was m ak­ 
ing his rounds. 
The man had neither 
coat nor hat on, and I spoke to him, 
and received a reply, it never occurring 
to me that he was preparing to take 
his life. 
The Argonaut reservoir was emptied 
last Saturday night. 
The 
dispute 
about the paym ent of costs, of w ater, 
etc., incident to the possible shutting 
down of the A rgonaut mine for a day 
or two, was adjusted by the Pacific 
Gas and Electric company offeiing to 
refill the reservoir free of cost to the 
company. So they started Friday, the 
water therein being utilized both for 
running the hoist and mill by w ater 
power, so as more quickly to exhaust 
the the reservoir. 
The mill is usually 
operated by electric power. 
In three 
or four hours the 
w ater was reduced 
several feet, and to such an extent 
that the power w as barely sufficient to 
sta rt the loaded skip from the lower 
level, owing to th e reduced pressure. 
As soon as the day brake Saturday 
morning, some of the miners from the 
Argonaut found th e body, a short dis­ 
tance from the point of junction of the 
two reservoirs o f the Argonaut. 
It 
was in the larger reservoir, and a 
hundred feet or more from the spot 
where the suicide is supposed to have 
jumped into the w ater from the raft. 
The suction of th e water caused by 
the outflow of w ater had evidently 
drawn the bodv to the place where it 
was found. 
The Argonaut company 
did not have to suspend operations a t 
all on account of the emptying of the 
reservoir, although the work was in 
terfered with considerably. 
After the body was recovered the 
flood gates on this side of the reservoir 
were opened and th e stream allowed to 
drain empty. 
A brother of Oscar Johnson, the 
suicide who drowned himself in the 
Argonaut 
reservoir, 
arrived 
from 
Nevada on Wednesday evening, to take 
charse of the funeral arrangements of 
his brother. 
The funeral was held 
yesterday afternoon, the remains be­ 
ing interred in the city cemetery. 


Committed to Asylum 


Frank Berg, who formerly resided 
near Defender, was given an examina­ 
tion in the superior court on Monday 
last on the charge of insanity. 
He 
was committed to the insane asylum 
at Napa, after sufficient evidence had 
been shown to w arran t his confine­ 
ment. 
Berg imagined he was per­ 
secuted by his friends, and became 
dangerously insane over the matter. 
His wife died several years ago. and 
he has several children who live in the 
upper section of th e county. 
Berg is 53 years old and a native of 
Sweeden. Drs. Gall and Endicott ex­ 
amined the unfortunate man, and ad- 
juged him hopelessly insane. 
Sheriff Gregory le ft yesterday morn­

The election for the establishing of 
a county high school was held through­ 
out Amuflor county 
last 
Monday. 
Every part of the county participated 
except that portion of the valley com ­ 
prising the lone union high 
school 
district, as such district will be ex­ 
empt from the tax for support of of 
the county high school, being supplied 
with school facilities of that character 
before the adoption of a county high 
school. 
As was expected the vote in the 
larger 
towns—Jackson 
and 
S utter 
Creek—was overwhelmingly in favor 
of the high school, while the outlying 
country districts were strong against 
the project. 
The vote of the centers 
of population w as decisive of the out­ 
come. 
There was about fifty per cent 
vote polled.

TUESDAY’S ELECTIONS. 


T h e outcome of the election this week, while on the whole 
favoring the democratic p arty from a national viewpoint, was 
la rg ely discounted by popular opinion. 
That the democrats 
would make gain s was fu lly expected, owing to the internal 


strife that has been ra g in g within the republican ranks in 
alm ost every strong republican state throughout the Union 
for the past tw o years. 
G iv in g them full credit for sincerity 
there can be no question 
that the so-ealled “ insurgency” 
m ovement has seriously interfered w ith republican prospects 


in every state. 
In New Y o r k — the storm center o f the move­ 
m ent— the gran d old party, marshaled by Roosevelt, the 


apostle of the new political cult labeled “ new nationalism ,” 
w ent down to defeat by over 50,000. 
In Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, Ohio, Indiana, N ebraska and other states, the re­ 
publicans suffered loss. 
It is probable that the democrats 


w ill have a clear majority in the house of representatives in 
the next congress. 
W h ile they cannot do much in the way 
o f enacting their tariff reform notions into law, o w in g to a 
republican senate and president, th e y can, if th ey choose, 
block useful legislation in accord w ith republican policies. 
T h e loss of control of congress should serve to im press upon 


republicans the necessity of getting together for the presi­ 
dential stru g g le two years hence. T h e terms ‘‘ reactionaries” 


and “ progressives” are ou t of place and objectionable as ap­ 


plied to republicans. 
T h e republican party lias ever been 


and still is the party of progress. 
T h e history of the United 
States under its guidance sufficiently attests this fact— the 
m ost m arvelous instance of national advancement the world 


h a s witnessed. 
Opinions m ay differ as to the exact course 


to take in order to secure the greatest 
measure of progress. 
It is absurd to expect unanim ity of sentiment on 
such mat­ 


ters. 
In affiliating with a n y political organization, it is es­ 
sential to be tolerant of differences on m inor questions. 
And 


to bandy nam es because we 
cannot a ll think a lik e is not 


wise. 


In California the republicans scored a notable victory con­ 
sidering the circum stances. 
T h ey have made a clean sweep, 


and return a solid delegation to the next congress. 
The 


p a rty majority has been cut down materially, ow ing to fac­ 
tional difierences. T o come out of the ordeal with every state 
and district office to the p a r k ’s credit is certainly an achieve­ 


m ent to be proud of. 
Johnson, who 
had everything to do

“^Steadily Enlarging 
Each Year 


The World’s Work, a notably reliable 
and Well-conducted magazine, is print­ 
ing a startling series of articles under 
the above caption. 
Less it seems 
cowardly of the journalistic profes­ 
sion that this has been so long delayed 
(and it is that to some extent, per­ 
haps,) it should be remembered that 
this evil did not come suddenly; from 
a good beginning it has progressed 
gradually, aided by legislation, and 
unscrupulous men in the government 
and out of it. That is shown clearly 
in the article in the November issue. 
It has been a steady growth like a 
snowball rolling down hill, until it 
becomes an avalanche. 
It is shown that it would be utterly 
impossible for as many men to be liv­ 
ing now who received injuries in the 
Civil war as are drawing pensions for 
such injuries. 
Figures for the last complete pension 
roll, which was that of 1909, showed 
that the government paid out 8161,973, - 
703 to 964,194 pensioners. That is ap­ 
proximately ten times as much as was 
paid out the year following the Civil 
war, when the claims on the govern­ 
m ent would naturally be large. 
But, 
as it takes time to file these claims 
and have a pension granted, a later 
year might afford a fairer example. In 
1875, for instance years after the 
close of the war, and when all those 
whose health was damaged in the ser­ 
vice had ample tim e to find it out, the 
pension budget amounted to $29,275,­ 
000, which is a comparatively small 
portion of its present total. 
Of the men and influences wjhich 
have built up the pension roll to its 
present proportions, few enough were 
moved by honest patriotism, it seems. 
One of the foremost power in the 
work has been the army of pension at­ 
torneys. There must be pension at­ 
torneys, to be sure, and in the begin­ 
ning they were honest attorneys ser­ 
ving a useful purpose. But because of 
the poss bilities for misrepresentation 
and easy money, a class of men were 
attracted to it who were no credit to 
the business. 
As evidence that thege 
men were many of them little better 
than ordinary crooks it need only be 
stated that when a courageous pension 
commissioner attempted to investigate 
these claim agencies in 1899, the re­ 
sult was 24,662 registered attorneys 
were disqualified, leaving only 15,481 
authorized to practice before the pen­ 
sion bureau. 
Another influence in piling up the 
pension burden was the pension ex­ 
aminers who were so liberal that 
they recommended pensions as high as 
$104 a month on trifling disorders, pro­ 
bably due to nothing more than ad­ 
vancing years and improper living. A 
medical examining board at Baltimore 
even went so far as to recommend 
pensions for thirty-two men for heart 
trouble, although a later private in­ 
vestigation showed that every one of 
the thirty-two possessed a strong 
heart. 
Then there are the politicians who 
found it to their interest to secure as 
many pensions as possible, and as 
large, for their constituency. 
Liberal 
and more liberal general pension laws 
have been passed, and it has become 
easier and easier to railroad private or 
individual pension measures through. 
And all of this has passed as patrio­ 
tism, although, as so often happens 
those most instrumental in bringing 
it about were well paid for their pat­ 
riotism.

and equal suffrage is a 
fact. 
T his 
investigation' was 
the 
1 work of an unprejudiced man 
who 
paid as little attention as possible to 
personal opinions, and depended 
as 
much as he could upon fa c ts 
as 
set 
forth by sta tistics and sta tu te s. 
The 
result isn’t creditable to the voting 
women. 
In the fo u r states named, equal suff­ 
rage is no experim ent. 
In Wyoming, 
women 
have 
voted 
fo r 
lorty-one 
years; in Colorado, for 16 y e a rs; in 
Utah for 
15 years, and in Wyoming 
for 14 y ears. 
The resu lts of 
Mr 
B arry's investigation shows th a t they 
have failed to keep the prom ises of 
the su ffrag ettes: feminine influence in 
politics would mean b etter wages and 
better hours 
for 
w orking 
women, 
great reform in child labor laws, a de­ 
cided decrease in divorces, and a posi­ 
tive regulation of the social evil. 
The investigator found th a t Okla­ 
homa, w here the women do not vote, 
has adm ittedly the best child labor 
law, and th a t it was modeled afte r the 
best featu res of sim ilar law s for New 
York, M assachusetts, Ohio, Wisconsin 
and N ebraska, and that nothing was 
borrowed from states w here women 
vote. 
W hile many states where men 
do the v o tin g have provided against 
child labor during school hours, 
the 
states of U tah and W yom ing make 
restrictions of child labor apply only to 
work in th e mines. 
In Colorado, 
the 
question o f child labor has not even 
been discussed by the w om en’s poli­ 
tical organizations. 
The crie rs of equal suffrage have 
pointed to Judge Ben L indsey’s juve- 
ni e court in Denver as an achieve­ 
ment of votes by wom en, 
but the 
investigator found that sim ilar courts 
in Boston and Chicago antedated the 
Denver tribunal, 
and 
th a t 
fifteen 
states w here men only 
vote, 
have 
sim ilar courts. 
It is also adm itted in 
Denver th a t juvenile crim e is on the 
increase, despite this court. 


The law s regulating the 
hours that 
woman sh all work have failed of pas­ 
sage in th e equal suffrage 
states, 
while several states w here men do the 
voting, have secured the passage of 
such laws. 
As to th e elimination o f the social 
evil, a quotation from the president of 
the Florence Grittenton hom e for way­ 
ward g irls, 
indicates how 
it hasn't 
been accom plished by th e women. She 
savs: In all the seventy-eight Florence 
G rittenton homes in the U nited States, 
I 
never 
saw such a collection of 
young, innocent girls o f the better 
class as th e re are in the D enver home. 
There are fifty-eight girls there, most 
of them still in their 
'teens. 
The 
number o f illegitim ate b irth s among 
young g irls is increasing a t an alarm ­ 
ing rate. 
So-called ‘free love’ is also 
alarm ingly on the increase.” 
Denver 
and Salt L ake City are am ong the few 
rem aining large cities w here an open, 
segregated district is given over to the 
public practice of the social vice under 
police protection. 


Divorces have shown a steady in­ 
crease in th e states where the woman 
in politics was to make th em few. 
It 
is as easy to obtain a divorce in Colo­ 
rado as in Nevada, with th e exception 
that a y e a r’s residence is required, in­ 
stead of six months. 
T here have been 
no m arked improvement in the m ar­ 
riage laws, whieh was an o th er advan­ 
tage prom ised by the 
suffragettes. 
Other sta te s, where the m en do the 
voting, have passed such law s, as well 
as laws tending to decrease the number 
of divorces. 
Higher w ages for women, another of 
the pleasan t promises, have also failed 
to m aterialize, there being the same 
disparity o f wages in the equal suffrage 
states as in*others. 
Women m ay be better th a n men, but 
they do n o t seem to be 
in politics. 
Mr Barry w as in Denver a t the time of 
the 
recen t 
election 
to 
determine 
whether th e city should be w et or dry. 
He found th a t women w orkers were 
purchased in as dissolute a manner as 
any ward heeler of Tam m any. 
Denver 
went wet, and it is said th ere is no 
city in the country where women drink 
more than in Denver. 
Mr Barry also 
learned in D enver that the women not 
only sell them sevles in politics, but 
that they fa il to stay bought. 
And the investigator m entions this 
feature of w om an’s suffrage, which is 
perhaps its worse : 
The woman who 
goes into politics inevitably 
loses her 
fitneness, and in a m easure her charac­ 
ter also. 
She tries to m eet man as an 
equal, and m an doesn’t w an t tn a t; he 
wants her to be his superior, at least 
in u num ber of things.
